——— THE BEST KNOWN human 
killer of our century is the boy who was 
involved in eleven murders before he 
was twenty years old. Professor Rein- 
hardt of Nebraska University has tried 
to paint a literary study of Charles 
Starkweather to fathom what made 
him behave in the ruthless manner in 
which he did. To do this, he inter- 
viewed schoolmates, neighbors and 
teachers who knew Starkweather as a 
boy. Pages of what they said have 
been recorded and the results are avail- 
able for the psychologists. Also in- 
cluded in the book are samples of 
Starkweather’s handwriting and, inas- 
much as he was interested in drawing, 
several of his sketches are in the book. 
The sketches are from the earliest of 
his days in jail until his execution. 
From them a trained psychologist 
might gain information about the boy’s 
state of mind, but they are meaning- 
less to the average person. 

Professor Reinhardt spent many 
hours with the boy trying to see what 
made him “tick.’’ One would almost 
feel that Starkweather had become al- 
most an obsession to the good pro- 
fessor, he has made such a detailed 
record. 

This book will be limited as to an 
audience. It is more of a clinical study 
than an exciting fiction story.

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Journey Into Crime by Don 
Whitehead. Published by Random 
House, New York City, N. Y., pp. 
274, $4.95. 


Law ENFORCEMENT is a profession with 
many faces. This fact can be easily 
forgotten by an officer absorbed with 
the daily routine of his own depart- 
ment. The location and size of his 
community, the type of people who 
live there and the work they do, are 
some of the factors which will in- 
fluence criminal trends. They also will, 
in large measure, determine the type 
of police work needed to protect life 
and property or to preserve the peace. 

Journey Into Crime, a collection of 
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case histories from sixteen countries 
completely circling the globe, brings 
this point home very effectively. Each 
of the cases shows a different facet of 
police work. The crimes reported are 
often bizarre, always unusual, and 
sometimes alarming when you con- 
sider the implications. Those who read 
this book will realize that law enforce- 
ment officers throughout the world 
are faced with problems ranging from 
the more usual smuggling, drugs, 
murders and counterfeiting to the 
horrors of political kidnappings, spy- 
ing and treason, just to name a few. 

It is a good thing that all of these 
different aspects of the profession have 
been gathered together into a book 
which should have wide distribution 
among the general public. This should 
bring a degree of understanding rela- 
tive to the difficulties under which 
law enforcement men frequently work, 
the hazards involved, the limitations 
and the goals of the profession as a 
whole. We can also hope that this 
class of reader will have a new and 
deeper respect for the men in their 
own communities. 

The format of the book includes a 
short introduction to each chapter 
setting the stage, showing the world 
conditions at that particular time. 
This is followed by the narration of 
a specific crime and how it was solved. 

The author has succeeded in pre- 
senting a fair picture of law enforce- 
ment officers working under unusual 
and difficult conditions and of their 
efforts to establish higher standards 
of integrity. Mr. Whitehead has 
avoided the pitfall which could have 
destroyed the value of the book— 
treating the material so that it would 
seem to be pure fiction, the concoction 
of an author with an over-active imagi- 
nation. Only a craftsman such as Mr. 
Whitehead, a writer and reporter for 
thirty-two years and twice winner of 
the Pulitzer Prize, could have handled 
the subject matter so well. You may 
remember him as the author of “The 
FBI Story” which was on the 1956 
best-seller list. 


This paperbacked booklet is a bibli- 
reader with considerable enjoyment, 
and a better appreciation of the work 
performed internationally by his broth- 
er officer.
